SOME GOOD ADVICE 
FROM A PIONEER 


Editor Cati:— 

Dear Sir,—While T was in Bell 
ingham, Wash., this winter T wrote 
you a few lines regarding present 
conditions op the Pacitie Coast. 

T thought that that would: he the 
end of it, but as you have repeated. 
ly since asked me to write another 
letter here goes, and T venture to 
gay that you will not ask for an 
other after wasting so much space 
in the CaLL on this one, 

Now, the real reason 1 write this 
letter is because there are so many 
good men in this’eountry who really 
think our land will never be of 
much more value than it is at the 
present time. ‘These men, it is 
presumed, never lived in a new 
country before, yet no doubt a good 
many who are here now will be 
here twenty years hence. I would 
like to have them remember this 
letter. 

When I was aeven years ol—that 
was 47 years ago—my parents, with 
many other Ontario people, moved 
to the United States. We settled 
on the boundary line of Minnesota 
and Iowa. Some of our Jand was 
in Iowa, but we lived in Minnesota, 
At the time we arrived there there 
was practically nothing but land 
and forest. My father had to travel 
280 miles to a grist mill to get four 
By the time he got back with his ox 
team he had eater about half the 
grist. We grew corn and raised hogs 

By the time I was 13 years of age 
a market town sprung up about 15 
miles from our place. If we wanted 
groceries from the store [hud to get 
up about three o'clock in the morn 
ing to hunt the oxen, take a load of 
about 30 bushels of corn and start 
for town. Asa rule we got eight 
cents a bushel for the corn—-82.25 
to $2.50 for the load. 1 got home 


about 10 or Tl at night. Hogs at 
that time brought from $1.80 to

When I was 19 years old [ left 
there and went back to Ontario, but 
not feeling satisfied [ headed for 
Uncle Sam’s domain again and 
landed in what was then known as 
Dakota territory about 30 miles 
south of Watertown, It ‘‘sure’’ 
looked wild. I took up a home- 
stead, broke 20 acres in May and 
bired out for the balance of the sum- 
mer at $16 per month. I helped 
run a threshing machine that fall 
and believe I am well within the 
mark when I say that 80 per cent of 
the wheat was frozen, That was a 
deciding point and I returned to St 
Thomas, Ontariv, never to see my 


homestead again. 
Now what are the conditions 
there?

last fall in Cluny who had sold bis 
farm of 640 acres only about ten 
miles from my abandoned farm. He 
said he got $89 per acre in cash for 
it.

Most faimers and farme*s’ sons may 

know how to aviv a team—some don't, 
to be sure! But very few farmers or 
farn.are’ sons know anything about 
team. work—puling together, working | 
together, 

The writer, at present, liver in the 
city when he at home, but often he 
visits the country Now it takes a 
coun:ry man to size up he city and 
perhaps sometimes a man who has 
been away from the country for a 
while can see things more clearly .han 
the man who is right “on the job.” 
Well, recently ! lived some weeks on; 
a farm in Ontario. It was here that, 
I was impressed with this lack of 
“team play” or ‘team work.” On 
yur farm we believed in seliing cream. 
It paid better than milk. So three 
morn‘ngs » week bright and early one 
of us hitched up and drove the cream 
cans three n.iles to the village station. 
Now, our neigt.tor believed in selling | 
milk. He thought it pald better than 
crea. So very morning in the} 
week he hite*ed up ard drove fiva, 
and a half miles to 4 statiou on an- 
cther railroac line to catch an early 
train to send his milk w vown. Now, | 
which really did pay better, milk or| 
cream, I don’t really know. We and 
the aelghbor would “argy” about that 
by the iiour I happened tc have via- 
ited a Government Agricultural Colleg- 
where they did know all about that 
kind of thing und if we had spent a 
two cent stamp on a letter of enquiry 
we could havc probably come nearer, 
the truth than by months of “argy- 
ing.” 

But whichever paid better there was 
a very great loss in two farm. every 
week using two hurses, wearing out 
two rigs’and spending half their morn- 
{ngs when one man could have done 
the job just as well, and done it for 
half a dozen other farmers 2l¢ng the 
line in additton. 

Occasionally the farmers in this dis- 
trict did change works with a neigh- 
bor, but outside this each man ran his 
own show. 

Now this kind of policy would bank- 
rupt a city firm in a week. It will 
bankrupt the frrmers sooner or later. 
Under modern conditions team work 
is an absolute necessity.

Chief Cause and 3est Remedy for For-| railways. 


c:t Fires 

Mr. R. H. Campbell, Director of the 
Dominion Fore.tr; Bra ch, says" 
“Carelessness ‘as undoubtedly 
chief cause of forest fires in 1913.” The 
best remedy is indicateu by a recent 
statement c Mr. E. T. Allen, Foreste 
fur the Western Forestry and Conser- 
vation Associaticn, who says: “The 
best single ‘e,ul of the 1913 fire sea- 
son is to prove that systematized co- 
operative effort at an .nsignificant cost 
ier acre or per thousand, can red.ice 
our forest losses of an average year 
four or five million dollars to about 
as many thousands.” If on the twen- 
ty million acres of timberlands con- 
trolled by he lumb rmen forming this 
association, the fire loss can be 80 
enormously reduce@ by co-operation. 
the saving whic Cana. citizen: 
could effect -by co-operative effort on 
the 500,000,000 acres of forest land in 
Canada, is almost incalcuable. 

The functicus of .he Government in 
this respect are we!l understuod, and a 
great deal has been done, especially by 
the fleld officers of the Dominion For- 
estry Branch, to promote the co-oper- 
ative spirit In the matte; of fire pro- 
tectio., But only recently ha3 the in- 
itlative been taken by private assocta- 
tions in co-operative fire protection, 
yet there are now thirty timber-owners 
associations in the United States, the 
members of which heve got tozether to 
adequately protect from fire their com- 
bined holdings, which now tota! about 
25,000,000 acres. r 

In Canada there {3 but o° > associa- 
tion of this kind but it compares favor- 
ably with any in the United States. 
The development cf this cooperative 
movement, which culminated in Can- 
ada !n the St. Maurice Fre Protective 
Association, {s described in detail by a 
bulletin gow being issued by the For- 
estry Branch, Ottawa. The Quebec 
limit: 1olders comprising thia asa cia- 
tion have by s self- mposed tax of one 
quarter cent per acre installed a fire 
protective system on their 7,000,000 
acres of holdings second tc aone in 
Canada. 1913 »v-r 275 forest fires 
were extinguished with practically no 
danger, proving, in the words of one of 
the members, at “The success of co- 
operative forest fi.» protection has 
been established without a doubt.”

Railway 
The quality of imagtaation 1: 
vealed in the whole history of thr Can- 
adian Pacific railvay. There was im- 
agination in the outlook of Joseph 
How», the father of responsible gov- 
ernment ‘a British North America, 
when he declared at Halifax over 60 

years ago: 

“I am neither a prophet nor the son 
of a prophet, yet I will venture to pre- 
dict that in uve years we shall make 


the journey home to Quebec and Mon-| 


treal and home through Portland and 
St. John by vai! and I belleve that 
many in this rocm will live to hear the 
whistle of the steam engine in the 
passes of the Rocky Mountains and tu 
make the journey from Halifax to the 
Yacific in five or six days time.” 

There was imagination In the states- 
men who engaged with British Colum- 
bia to build a railway along the north 
shore of Lake Superior, across the un- 
settled western territories and 
through the mountains to the Pacific. 
There was imagination In Georg. Ste- 
phen and Donald Smith who organized 
the syndicate by which the great pro- 
ject was achieved. There was imag: 
{nation in the massive mind of Sir 
William Van Horne, who ruled during 
the difficult era of construction and 
neither less vision nor less power 
have Leen displayed by Sir Thomas 
Shaughnessy. 

Born in Milwaukee of Iriah-Amert- 
can parents, Sir Thomas Shaughnessy 
had his early training on American 
From 1869 to 1882 he was 
in the service oi the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee w St. Paul railway of which Wil- 
liam C. Van Horne ¥as general man- 
He co impressed himself on 
Van Horne that he was asked to come 
to Canada when hi: old chief became 
general ma.iager of the Canadian :ran- 
scontinental highway. From the of- 
fice of gener: 1 purchasing agent of the 
company he was advanced in 1891 to 
vice president and in 1899 he succeed- 
ed Sir William Van Horne as presi- 
dent. 

His powers lie i.. his great knowledge 
of the affairs of the company and in 
the great respect which he commands. 
He does not shirk from concessions in 
order to remove local grievances and 
satisfy legitimate public demands. He 
recognizes that the company has ob- 
ligations which must be /ulfilled and 
that the progress and prosperity of 
Canada depend greatly .pon the ade- 
quacy and eficien.y of the services 
which the rr:lway provides. Thu 
many millions have been expended in 
enlarging terminal facilities in the 
commercial centes, in double tracking 
and etimulating agriculture, !u build- 
ing branches, in improving grades in 
the mountains, in irrigating dry areas, 
in establishing industries, and in pro- 
viding additional equipment for mov- 
ing the Western grain crop to the head 
of navigation. 

Between the company and its work- 
men very satisfrctory relations exist. 
The brotherhoods cf railway employ- 
ees are freely recognizid. There is 
sympathetic consideration for demands 
for higher wages, and better living 
conditions. There is a full confidence 
among the company's workmen that 
any deadlock in negotiations between 
the unions and the officers of the som- 
pany can be satisfactorily overcome by 
an appeal to Sir Thomas Shaughnessy. 

The great body of shippers are as 
loyal to the company as are its staff. 
It is not suggested that grievances do 
not arise or that the company is not 
vigilant to secure !ts own interests. 
There is continued agitation over the 
freight charges. ‘There are protests 
from individuals and communities 
against its methods and policies, There 
are journals which continually essail 
the company and forever demand fresh 
legislation to curb its power and regu- 
late its charges. But the tradition and 
the policy of the company is to give 
prompt and efficient service, and to 
treat passengers with consideration 
and courtesy. Hence, whether charges 
be high or low, there is appreciation 
among shippers of the service provid- 
ed. So there is gratitude among pas- 
sengers for tiie attenticn which re- 
lieves the weariness of long journeys 
by rail. 

There is a general feeling that the 
company, as represented by its presi- 
dent and board, is a strong fortress of 
national and Imperial sentiment. No 
other enterprise has done so much to 
establish and maintain the credit of 
Canada, It has assisted materially 
in settling the Western Provinces, It 
was active in ettracting immigration 
when the government services were in- 
active and efficient. It has kept trade 
within Canadian channels ind develop- 
ed ports on the Atlantic and on the 
Pacific. It has improved steamship 
communication with Great Britain and 
with the Australasian coiamunities. 
It may be that cli this was in the dl- 
rect {nterest of the company. It may 
be that by attracting immigration the 
value of its own landed estate was en- 
hanced. It mzy be that its sea fleets 
were the natural complement of its 
land services. But it still is true 
that the company has been loyal to the 
objects for which it was created and 
that the genius and energy of its man- 
agement have stimulated national self- 
confidence. There is no doubt that if 
he company should attempt to abuse 
its powers It cculd exercise perhaps 
a dangerous influence in Canadian af- 
fairs. But Sir Thomas shaughnessy 
does not believe that the railway 
should contro: any party or that any 
party should control the railway.

tection benefits industrial workers a: 
well as farmers, Many politica 
economists, acting on the priucipl: 
that what 18 one man’s meat must be 
another man’s puison, think that Pro 
tection must necessarily be an agri 
cultural poison solely because it pru 
vides nourishmeut for tudustry, They 
find in the growth of manufacturer 
sure proof of the farmer’s ruiu. That 
is as ridiculous as to say that no man 
can become rich without linpoverish 
ing some other man; that no bullock 
{n a herd can grow fat without som: 
other bullock growing thin, 

Still, some of the wise men who di 
not believe that the farmer can reall; 
be prosperous until every factory is: 
closed down are like Goldsmith’: 
schoolmaster who even though van 
quished could argue still, They will 
cry out triumphantly, “Show us if you 
are able how it can ever be to the 
farmer's advantage to pay $10 for au 
article which could be bought in the 
Btates for $y.” Putting aside the 
question, Whether this article could be 
bought for 99 after the tariff wall bad 
been thrown down and the American 
trust had disposed of Canadian com 
petition, we can consider what is the 
effect of this $10 spent in Canada un 
der the present system of trade regu: 
lation.

Free trade within the Himpire 
would strike f.om our revenues nearly 
thirty millions now collected us duties 
on goods of British origin. 
sum is $29,693,000. That is a fairly 
good beginning. As to foodstults, 
The ‘Toronto Star has compiled a list 
of the impcrtations of these and the 
duties paid thereon, from which it 
appears that the value of the articles 
of this sort Imported in 1912-13 was 
$64,720,000 and the duties paid 
amounted to $11,653,000. There -is 
some overlapping between these two 
categories, some imports of food com- 
{ug from British countries, 

The leading case is sugar, not quite 
two millions of the duties on this set 
of products beiug paid on goods im 
ported from other portions of the Em 
pire, while provisions of various sorts 
produced within the Empire are ac- 
Countable for about $J60,uu0 of reve 
hue. Without belug too exact, two 
and a half millions of revenue from 
foodstuffs may be regarded as pro- 
duced by Empire-grown products 
As for the other agricultural articles, 
cement, lumber and agricultural im- 
plements, the duties paid on impor- 
tations of these articles from non 
British sources were about two and 
a half millions,

This does not tell the whole tule 
for there would be a great alteration 
{nu the source of importations of manu- 
factures, as British goods would be 
preferred when free to foreign goods 
carrying the Mability to duty. To 
give one example, about three millions 
of revenue is due to duties on cotton 
goods coming from non-British coun: 
tries, and it may be assumed that 
so great a preference would effect a 
switching of trade which would wipe 
out much of those three millions of 
revenue So, too, with regard to 
Woollen goods. 

About a million and a half of reve- 
nue Would be in jeopardy. ‘Thus, if 
allowance is made for sume measure 
of displacement there !s fairly in sight 
a reduction of duty, on the basis of 
1912-18, of at least $46,000,000 of reve: 
hue. The customs duties tu that year 
aggregated $116,00U,000, The propo 
sition made to the Government is that 
these be lopped to $70,000,000 or less. 
This may be a pleasing prospect to 
enthusiastic theoretical tree traders 
who long to see the collectois of direct 
taxation approach, but there are some 
Canadians who de not hold these 
views, People of the ordinary sort 
will be inclined to ask how they pro- 
pose to make up the deficit

boats, and several of the mission sta- 


tions have steambouts of thelr own | 


besides. 

Some of the boats bave small dining 
rooms; others set the tables on deck, 
protected from the sun by awnings. 
The food is not luxurious, and very 
little fresh meat is to be had. The 
fuel is’ woud, and every five or six 
hours the boat must stop to replenish 
the supply from a heap of cut sticks 
on the bank. These piles of wood are 
made by natives or by scattered trad- 
ers, often where nu habitation is near, 
and In such causes the captain pays for 
the wood by putting money in a box 
that the trusting woodsman bas pro- 
vided for the purpose. 

Every boat carries a drum, and as it 
approaches an inhabited district the 
drum is beaten to tell the natives that 
goats, fruit or vegetables are wanted. 
Every night the steamer tles up against 
the bank, and all the black passengers 
go to sleep on shore. But they devote 
most of the night to merrymaking and 
keep those on the boat as wide awake 
as themselves.—Youth's Companion.
